POPE BLESSES 
MOVEMENT FOR 
MOTHER SEWS 
BEATIFICATION 


Pope Pius XII blessed the cause 


for beatification of Mother Seton, 
founder of the Sisters of Charity of 
the United States, in private audi- 
ence granted to Cardinal Dougherty 
of Philadelphia today, a news dis- 
patch sent by the Associated Press 
from Vatican City to The Gettys- 
burg Tunes disclosed. 


The new pontiff's benediction on 


the proceedings, which if successful 
may make Mother Seton the first 
native American saint, was request- 
ed by the cardinal who has been 
actively promoting—her cause. 


After 
talking alone with 
the 


pope 45 minutes, the cardinal pre- 
sented Father Salvatore Burgo, of 
Philadelphia, vice postulator ot the 
cause, and Antonio Filicchi. member 
of the Italian family with whom 
Mother Seton lived when she em- 
braced the Catholic faith. 


Mother Seton after her husband's 


death in 1803 settled m New York 
to devote her life to good works She 
founded a number of Catholic in- 
stitutions including the first paro- 
chial schools and St. Joseph's col- 
lege at Emmitsburg 
She founded 


the 
congregation for Sisters of 


Charity, also in Emmitsburg.

The Rev. Silas P. Mauger, who as- 


sisted m founding Grace Reformed 
church, Hanover, and served as its 
first pastor, died Tuesday at the 
home of his daughter, Mrs. E. V. 
Loucks, 415 Sycamore street, Green- 
ville, Ohio. He was aged 91 years 
last July 4. The funeral was held 
this afternoon in Upper Sandusky, 
Ohio. 


The Rev. Mr. Mauger was born 


at Basil, Ohio, the son of William 
and Anna Mauger. He was grad- 
uated from the Reformed Theo- 
logical seminary at Tiffin in 1874. 
He was ordained to the ministry on 
April 3, 1874. 


The 
Rev. Mr. Mauger's 
first 


charge consisted of four churches 
in Franklin county, Ohio, which he 
served for eight years. 
He then 


served several chaiges 111 Pennsyl- 
vania, before accepting a call to 
New Oxford. On December 1, 1902, 
he began his pastoral work at the 
charge consisting of New Oxford, 
Abbottetown and New Chester. He 
was instrumental in organizing the 
Grace Reformed Mission in Han- 
over and received and accepted the 
call to the Hanover church in 1906. 
He served as pastor for thirteen 
years, tendering his resignation to 
the congregation, effective October 
1. 1919, because of the ill health of 
Mrs. Mauger. 


He then retired from the ministry 


after forty-five years of active serv- 
ice.

$500,000 Being Spent 
For Spring Building 
Program in the County 


Hundreds of thousands of dollars are being spent in Adams 


county this spring in one of the most extensive building pro- 
grams by private individuals and concerns, religious organi- 
zations, businesses and the state that this county has seen in 
many years. A survey of current and contemplated con- 
struction work places the estimate at close to a half million 
dollars. 


Largest among the enterprises are the §150,000 state high- 


way garage being built just west of here along the Fairfield 
road; the new parochial school under construction in McSher- 
rystown; the new Catholic high school for McSherrystown, 
plans for which are being* 
drawn; a $75,000 expenditure 
for changes in the Eagle hotel 
property; improvements to the 
new Elks' property on York 
street expected to cost about 
S30,000, and a £25,000 addi- 
tion to the St. Francis Xavier 
Parochial school here. 


There are dozens of smaller build- 


ings and dwelling houses already 
underway or listed for early atten- 
tion with the opening up of spring 
weather. 


Foundations are laid for the new 


state highway garage and 
office 


building here and brick work started 
this week. Construction began last 
fall. 


The two school buildings that are 


to take place of the Central Cath- 
olic high school of McSherrystown, 
which burned more than a year ago 
with a $120,000 loss, may be finished 
this year. The grade school build- 
ing is being erected by O. H. Hostet- 
ter, Hanover contractor, while an 
architect draws plans for a modern 
high school building on a site do- 
nated for that purpose. 


Another month will find work on 


the Eagle hotel 
property 
here 


nrusned by I. H. Crouse and son, 
Littlestown contractors. Apartments 
and office quarters have been built 
along North Washington street in 
the completely re-built hotel struc- 
ture.

self is the best security in old age." 


Stifler's brief asserted a poll con- 


ducted by the Amherst college stu- 
dent newspaper showed that 34 col- 
leges 'in 20 states with an enrollment 
of more than 100,000 students fa- 
vored the exemption proposed. 


"The time to tax for old age pen- 


sions is after the student has fin- 
ished his education and is earning 
his living as an active member in 
society," the brief stated, "not while 
he is working his'way through col- 
lege."

C O R O N A T I O N 


Vatican City, March 10 (AP).—For 


the first time a President of the 
United States will be represented of- 
ficially at the crowning of a pope 
when Pius XII on Sunday receives 
his triple tiara amid scenes of me- 
dieval splendor on the loggia of St. 
Peter's basilica.

sembled in the Eternal City. 


Vatican authorities expect more 


than 350,000 persons to jam St. 
Peter's piazza and open space be- 
yond to witness the 
coronation. 


Forty-five thousand may sit or 
stand 
inside 
the 
vast 
church 


throughout the five-hour pontifical 
mass preceding the coronation. 


It will be the first time in nearly 


100 years that a pope has been 
crowned outside St. Peter's. 
The 


late Piiis XI was crowned inside the 
basilica but, after the Lateran ac- 
cord by which Italy and the church 
reconciled their differences, he made- 
lus urtt appearance on the balcony 
in 1929 


The coronation mass and cere- 


mony will be broadcast to the world, 
also for the first time. 


Forty foreign missions of one kind 


or another are to attend.

At the moment when the glilterng 


jewel-studded golden trirengo or 
tuple tiara is placed on his head 


by the dean of cardinal deaconu, 
Caccia Dominion!, the Holy Father 
will be'seated on a specially built 
throne some 60 feet above the vast 
throng. For his safety it will have 
special iron railings. 


Before the crown' is placed, the 


cardinal deacon will have handed to 
the pontiff the pallium, or white 
wool scarf, in a bit of ceremonial 
tracing its origin to old testament 
times. 


The pallium rppre&ents the mantle 


which fell from Elijah's shoulders 
onto Elisha. 


Two other curious usages in con- 


nection with the coionation carry 
the mind back through centuries of 
tradition. In one of these, a court 
official three times burns wisps of 
tow on the end of a staft. 
Each 


time he counsels humility to the 
man about to be raised lormally to 
be Christ's vicar on earth. 


It has been the custom, at an- 


other part of the ceremony, to pre- 
sent the new pontiff with a white 
silk purse containing 25 coins, "the 
customary offering for a mass well 
sung," in recognition of his partici- 
pation in the coronation mass. 


Notwithstanding that the corona- 


tion occurs in Lent, the traditional 
joy of the occasion in such that all 
participants in the solemn rites will 
be dressed in full costumes pre- 
scribed for gala events.

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KENNEDY WILL 
ATTEND POPE'S 
CORONATI ON 


Vatican City, March IO (AP).—For 
the first time a President of the 
United States will be represented of­ 
ficially at tile crowning of a pope 
when Pius XII on Sunday receives 
his triple tiara amid scenes of me­ 
dieval .splendor on the loggia of St. 
Peter’s basilica. 
The American ambassador to Lon­ 
don, Joseph Kennedy, is due in 
Rome 
Saturday 
as 
the 
official 
American 
representative 
at 
the 
ceremony which is expected to draw 
the largest popular crowd ever as­ 
sembled in the Eternal City. 
Vatican authorities expect more 
than 350,000 persons to jam 
St. 
Peter’s piazza and open space be­ 
yond 
to witness the coronation. 
Forty-five 
thousand 
may 
sit or 
stand 
inside 
tne 
vast 
church 
throughout the live-hour pontifical 
mass preceding the coronation. 
It will be the first time in nearly 
IOO years that a pope has been 
crowned outside St. Peter’s. 
The 
late Pius XI was crowned inside the 
basilica but, uft^r the Cateran ac­ 
cord by which Italy and the church 
reconciled their differences, he made 
ills fir? t appearance on the balcony 
in 1929 
The coronation mass and cere­ 
mony w ill be broadcast to the world, 
also for the first time. 
Forty foreign missions of one kind 
or another are fo attend 
Former King 
Alfonso XIII of 
Spain may attend. 
At the moment when the glilterng 
jewel-studded 
golden 
trirengo 
or 
tuple tiuru is placed on his head 


by the dean of cardinal deacons, 
Caccia Dominion!, the Holy Father 
will be seated on a specially built 
throne some 60 feet above the vast 
throng. For his safety it will have 
special iron railings. 
Before the crown is placed, the 
cardinal deacon will have handed to 
the pontiff the pallium, or white 
wool scarf, in a bit of ceremonial 
tracing its origin to old testament 
times. 
The pallium represents the mantle 
which fell from Elijah’s shoulders 
onto Elisha. 
Tw’o other curious usages in con­ 
nection with the coronation carry 
the mind back through centuries of 
tradition. 
In one of these, a court 
official three times burns wisps of 
tow on the end of a staff. 
Each 
time he counsels humility to the 
man about to be raised formally to 
be Christ's vicar on earth. 
It has been the custom, at an­ 
other part of the ceremony, to pre­ 
sent the new pontiff with a white 
silk purse containing 25 coins, “the 
customary offering for a mass well 
sung," in recognition of his partici­ 
pation in the coronation mass. 
Notwithstanding that the corona­ 
tion occurs in Lent, the traditional 
joy of the occasion in such that all 
participants in the solemn rites will 
be dressed in full costumes pre­ 
scribed for gala events.
